Chicago^ May 1.— People of Chicago 
and the wusters states aaw and cheer- 
ed Adniral Dewey as he. at the bead 
of Hi/.iiHlitary and dvie parade, was 
driven through the downtown business 
streets of the city over a lino of march 
that extended for over four miles. 

From a raised and beautifully dec- 
orated dais in the grandstand erected 
on the Jackson lioulevard side of tlie 
new federal building the admiral re- 
viewed the parade in which nearly a 
hundred different military and civic 
organisations from all parts of the 
state participated, and which included 
veterans of three wars, the Mexican, 
the civil and J^he Spanish-Aftierican, a 
squad of sailors who were with the 
admiral at the batUe of Manilla bay 
two years ago and marching elubs of 
the political parties. 

All along the line of march the big 
olBce buildings and business blocks 
were ablase with fiags and bunting. 

A chorus of 300 young women, 
dressed in white and blue, were sta- 
tioned on the steps of the Art Insti- 
tute, grouped to form the letters of 
Dewey's name In blue. As they saog 
patriotic songs, the admiral smiled 
and bowed to the singers until bis 
carriage was far beyond the buildings. 

Injucllon Violated Purposed. 
New York, May L— Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, has taken special pains 
to violate the Injunction Issued by Jus- 
tice Fredman. of the .supremo court, 
prohibiting officers and members of the 
Cigarmakers' International union from 
paying benefits to striking employes 
of S. Levy ft Company. In a letter to 
Morris Brown, seerotary of Cigar- 
makers' union No. 444, Mr. Gompers 
advises that the Injunction be abso- 
lutely disregarded and Incloses a check 
for |6 to be used in paying a man to 
picket Levy & Company's shop, and to 
Inducing Levy & Company's employes 
to remain on strike. 



A Church Decision. 
London, May 1.— The archbishops of

New York, May 1. — ^A local paper 
publishes an elaborate article declar- 
ing that Secretary of War Root's ad- 
dress at the Grant dinner la.-t Friday 
night, in which he hinted at the pus- 
Bibllity of war to maintain the Monroe 
doctrine, was called forth by an in- 
trgue concerning the Danish West In- 
dia Islands. 

It appears that H. Hcigers of the 
Standard Oil company made a verbal 
agreement with Denmark, that if he 
should negotiate a sale of the Island he 
should rect'lve a commistiion of 10 per 
cent of the purchase price. Captain 
W. von Christmas Dlreckncke-Hoben- 
field has also been acting as agent of 
the Danish government. All accounts 
agree tliat Denmark is very anxious to 
get rid of her West Indian islands. 

Mr. Rogers and Captain Christmas 
having quarreled, and the former hav- 
ing declared that it was In his power 
to defi ;,t any nei;rjtiations that did not 
recognize his right as agent. Captain 
Christmas advised Secretary Hay of a 
plan to exchange the Islands with Ger- 
many for territory in Europe. 

He states that unless congress acts 
on the Danish West India matters be- 
fore June 1 a scheme will be carried 
out to exchange theislands with Ger- 
many for the whole or a part of Nortli 
Schleswig Holstein, whieli was taken 
from Denmark by Germany in 18t)7, 
and which cotmtry it has always been 
the fondest hope of all Danes to re 
cover. 

The sudden appearance In this coun 
try of Secretary White of the Amer 
lean embassy in London has also to do 
with this matter of.the sale of the Dam 
ish West India Islands. Mr. White was 
the agent of the Tnitcd States in Den 
mark during the negotiation, and to 
him the Danish government named the 
price It wanted for the islands between 
$3,0000,000 and $4,000,000. 

Mr. White, It Is said, failed to tell 
the state department that the United 
States would have to buy the islands 
during this session of congress or 
abandoned all hope forever of getting 
possession of them, and that he also 
did not impress upon the state de- 
partment thefact that failing in ne- 
gotiations with the United States. Ger- 
many was sure to get possession of the 
island either through cession or lease, 
it is to make these matters more clear 
to the state department wliile congretri 
Is still in session that Mr. White was 
summoned here. 

It was not until the early part o.' 
1899 tht uegotiaiions concerning the 
Danish West Indian Islands were 
taken up. At that time Captain Christ- 
mas was sojourning In Germany ai a 
retired captain of the Danish navy. 
He had Just returned from a trip to 
the Danish West Indian Islands, 
wliero he had been niaKing maps of 
the- harbors and fortifications there. 
He was approached by a syndicate of 
Germans, who asked him to use his in- 
fluence In Copenhagen to obtain from 
the Danish government a contract witl: 
Germany, by which the latter could 
purchase the island of St. John. 

Captain Christmas was not slow in 
asserting that this would be next to 
impossible, for the reason that the 
United States would neither allow 
Denmark to sell the island to a foreign 
power, nor would It allow Oermaiyr. to 
purchase it because of the Monroe 
doctrine. 

In his report to the Danish SDvern- 
ment. Captain Christmas attaches tlie 
preposition of the syndicate to his pa- 
pers ' irhl* ehows that the h^ of the 
syndicate was Admiral von ZIreow of 
the Royal German navy, and that he 
and others of tlio syndicate had In 
anticipation pt the ceding or the sale 
of the island to QerauuNr honght up 
options on all the land a4jae«»t to the 
harbors and so, in tbe event of the 
acquisition of the island by Germany, 
he, and the m^aUxurs of tbe syndicate 
stood In the paattion oftelrtual ownws 
of land, and could dictate terms of the 
purchasing power. When the impossi- 
bility of this scheme was pointed out 
to Admiral von Zirsow, he asked Cap- 
talA .Clurlataa* tn obtain aonaiirions. 

Captain Chrlatnas, whtla. ■inwpt- 
ly falling in with their 8eheih«, laid 
the whole matter before Minister 
Hoerrlng In its true llgjht. Tbe outr 
come of this was that permission was 
dented on diplomatic groundn. The

STRIKES RESULT IN MANY CITIES. 



Superintendent of Motive Power of 
the Mew York Central Will 
Meet the StrlkliiR Km- 
ployes at Bufifalo. 



New York, May 1.— Superintendent 

Arthur M. Wiatt will leave for Buffalo 
at night to confer with the striking 
employes of the New York Central 
railroad. Upon Mr. Wlatt's arrival at 
his (ifTice he found a telegram from 
Commissioner Webster of the state 
board of mediation and arbitration at 
Buffalo, asking him to meet the strik- 
ers' executive committee In Buffalo. 
Mr. Wiatt wired that he would go to 
Buffalo later. He afterward said he 
would try to arrange some satisfactory 
settlement of the wage schedule, but 
the reports showed no freight trouble 
as the result of the strike, and he 
thought the company was carrying too 
many men on his payroll for the 
amount of busine.-s it was doing. 

A Sympathetic Strike. 
Buffalo, May 1.— Word has been re- 
ceived nt headquarters of th;^ work- 
ingmen that the shopmen of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western had 
gone out in sympathy with the New 
York Central men^ Mr. Fish estimates 
that this adds 6600 men to the strik- 
ing force. 

To Rnfore Eight-Hoar Derree. 

Philadelphia, May 1. — The gtrugplo 
for an 8-hour work day, which has 
been under consideration by the labor 
unions of this city, began In earnest, 
when, according to Secretary Joseph 
B. Allen, of the Allied niiildin;; Trades 
council, workmen representing every 
branch of the building trades went on 
strike to enforce by a concerted move- 
ment the demands of the unions. 
Nearly 3.000 men are reported to havo 
quit work, and this number is but a 
small representation of the total mem- 
bership of the Allied Building Trades 
council, which embraces about 96 per 
cent of the men employed in the build- 
ing trades. The fact that .-o few work- 
men were compelled to strike is con- 
sidered by tbe unions as favorable to 
their side. The movement for a work- 
ing day of eight hours and a general 
Increase of wages, averaging about 2j 
per cent, began some months ago. At 
a recent meeting May 1 was deeldetl 
upon as the day for presenting the de- 
mands. Reprcfif nlatlrea of workmen 
were scouring the city, and up to Che 
present time Secretary Allen reports 
the signing of many agreements with 
employers, though unable to f.'lve the 
exact number. Entire police force has 
been ordered on duty in anticipation 
of possible trouble, but there have been 
no disturbances as yet. 

iron Workers Strllie. 
Cincinnati, May 1.— Tbe architectur- 
al iron workers have decided to strike 
because their demands had been ac- 
ceded to but by one firm, the Steward 
company, whose employes are not In 
the union. About 800 men are involved. 
The demand is for a 9-hour day, with 
the same wages as Is paid for 10 hours. 
50 per n nt additional for overtime and 
double pay for Sunday work. The men 
say that a general strike will be In- 
augurated If their demands are not 
soon met 



Oiiiuha Carpenters Idle. 
Omaha, May 1.— All the union car^ 
penters are idle and a single con- 
tractor of importance did any business. 
The men demand an 8-hour day, an 
increase from 35 to 40 cents an hour 
and the exclusive use of onion label 
planing nlU Material. The contrao* 
tors would b« Willing to concede tbe 
demands regarding wa«es, but say they 
cannot secure material promptly at all

Becknt developments bring to light 
the fact that many of Mr. MoKinley'a 
appointees down in Cuba have been re- 
ceiving several thousand dollars extra 
pay, ovei and above their salaries, all 
paid without any authority or right and 
simply to enable them to "live in a man- 
ner befitting their itatiens." The money 
was taken out of the Cuban revenues, 
and it could have been spent to much 
better advantage to lighten the burdens 
of the unfortunate people of the island. 
Of course Mr. -McKinley approved the 
whole business. But in the face of such 
a record in Cuha, the Repnblican author- 
ities in Washington have denied to A<1- 
miral Dewey the compensation of $10,000 
allowed to tbe^civil members of the Phil- 
ippine Commission. For this the plea is 
that it would lis unlawful for .Vdmiral 
Dewey to draw two salaries at one time.
